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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students 
in  the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and 
superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1 894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was 
held  on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There 
were  six  graduates  ...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That 
year  there  were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of 
whipping,  including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on 
the  job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite 
people  all  over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to 
each  school.  At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high 
school  classes.  Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys 
had  to  use  the  Bliss  Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls 
were  obliged  to  enter  from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the 
building  of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High 
School  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A 
new  history  of  Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak 
enrollment  in  the  top  three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when 
almost  3,000  students  were  enrolled. 

In  2004,  the  high  school  underwent  a  transformation  into  six  small 
schools  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Know  ledge  Works  Foundation. 
Each  school  has  approximately  350  students,  a  principal,  and  a 
counselor.  There  is  also  a  counselor  who  specializes  in  Career 
Technical  and  Post  Secondary  education  serving  all  schools. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the 
work  force  of  America.

and  District. 

As  collegians  they  achieved  the  following:  two  Small  College  Ohio 
State  Tennis  Champions;  one  Mid-American  Decathlon  Champion;  one 
Defensive  Player  of  the  Year;  one  Ail-American;  and  one  MVP,  All-Star 
Ohio  Valley  Conference. 

On  the  professional  level,  one  Professional  Golf  Association;  one 
National  Football  League;  one  Europe  NFL;  one  Arena  Football  League; 
and  one  in  Major  League  Baseball  as  a  trainer. 

Many  of  this  year's  inductees  are  still  competing  in  various  sports. 
We  thank  you  for  joining  us  in  honoring  these  fine  people  who  have 
given  us  so  many  exciting  hours  on  the  playing  fields,  courts,  floors  and 
waters.

Bernard  Sadosky... Euclid  Central  High  School 
Class  of  1928 

Euclid  Central  High  School  had  its  golden  age  in  football  during  the 
1920's  and  just  into  the  1930's.  During  three  of  those  years  it  had  two 

terrific  brothers,  Bernard  and  Lenard  Sadosky, 
who  ran  for  a  lot  of  touchdowns  for  some 
great  Central  teams.  Len,  an  All-American 
later  at  Ohio  University,  made  it  into  the 
Euclid  High  School's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
first,  but  he  was  actually  preceded  by  one  year 
in  Central's  backfield  by  his  older  brother 
Bernie  who  was  the  first  Sadosky  to  achieve 
gridiron  fame.  Now  Bernie  joins  his  brother 
in  the  Hall  of  Fame,  and  again  they  constitute 
a  potent  Sadosky  brother  act. 


Bernie  was  a  three-year  starter  in  Central's 
backfield.  As  a  sophomore  during  the  1925  season,  he  was  an  All- 
Scholastic  Honorable  Mention  left  halfback  on  a  Central  team  that  won 
six  and  lost  two  and  finished  second  in  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Conference.  In  his  junior  and  senior  seasons,  he  played  two  positions, 
left  halfback  as  a  junior  and  quarterback  as  a  senior.  He  earned  All- 
Scholastic  honors  at  both  positions  as  Central  completed  two  straight 
undefeated  seasons  (6-0-2  and  8-0)  and  won  two  straight  GCC  titles. 

In  one  game  in  particular,  he  accomplished  a  feat  in  one  game  that  only 
rarely  may  ever  have  been  duplicated.  Even  today  it  probably  has  not 
been  exceeded.  The  feat  undoubtedly  is  a  Euclid  Schools  record  if  it  is 
not  one  for  all  of  Northeast  Ohio.  In  a  65-6  win  against  Longwood  High 
as  a  junior,  Bernie  ran  for  eight  touchdowns  and  48  points,  including  a 
return  of  the  opening  kickoff  for  80  yards  and  a  TD. 

Many  honors  came  Bernie' s  way  during  those  last  two  football  seasons. 
As  a  junior  he  won  awards  for  All-GCC,  All-Scholastic,  Co-Most 
Valuable  Player,  all  by  the  Cleveland  Press,  and  was  the  high  scorer  in 
the  Cleveland  area.  As  a  senior  he  won  honors  at  a  new  position, 
quarterback.  He  also  made  the  Cleveland  News  All-Scholastic  Team  and 
Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  and  Cleveland  News  First  Team  Member. 


Bernie  also  played  basketball  and  ran  track  at  Central.  He  was  a  three- 
year  starter  as  a  guard  in  basketball  and  captained  his  senior  squad.  In 


track  he  performed  on  Central's  first-ever  track  team  in  the  spring  of 
1926,  taking  second  place  in  the  pole  vault  at  the  GCC  meet.  As  a  junior 
and  as  a  senior,  Bernie  added  the  100  and  220-yard  dash  events  and  the 
broad  and  high  jumps  and  qualified  for  the  Ohio  State  Meet  in  the  1  00  as 
a  junior  and  in  both  dashes  as  a  senior  when  he  won  a  third-place  State 
medal  in  the  100  as  a  10-second  man.  One  Cleveland  News  headline 
listed  him  as  the  'WHOLE  TRACK  TEAM"  for  point-scoring  efforts  in 
the  sprints,  broad  and  high  jumps,  and  the  pole  vault. 

In  high  school  off  the  field,  Bernie  kept  active.  He  acted  in  school  plays 
and  played  the  drums  in  the  school  orchestra  and  jazz  band.  He  also 
played  the  xylophone.  During  the  summers  he  delivered  blocks  of  ice, 
much  as  the  college  football  legend  of  that  time  Red  Grange  did,  to 
people  who  put  the  blocks  into  their  home  "ice  boxes." 

In  1928  Ohio  University  offered  Bernie  a  football  scholarship.  At  OU  he 
played  quarterback  on  the  varsity  football  team  and  pole  vaulted  on  the 
track  team.  Small  of  stature,  Bernie  was  probably  a  bit  too  small  for  big- 
time  college  football.  He  never  achieved  the  same  success  in  college  as 
he  had  in  high  school,  but  his  younger  and  physically  bigger  brother  Len 
followed  him  to  OU  in  1929  and  became  a  star  for  the  Bobcats.  Bernie 
earned  a  B.S.  degree  in  Education  in  1933  before  beginning  a  long  career 
as  a  teacher  and  a  coach. 

Bernard  married  Fern  Sargent,  whom  he  had  met  when  they  both 
attended  OU.  They  first  moved  to  Gloucester,  KY,  where  for  four  years 
he  taught  industrial  arts  and  coached  (the  first  year  as  an  assistant  coach) 
the  football  and  basketball  teams  at  Gloucester  High  School.  His 
football  team  won  one  league  title  during  his  last  year  at  Gloucester,  and 
his  basketball  team  came  in  second. 

Coincidentally,  Bernie  wound  up  at  Highlands  High  School  in  Fort 
Thomas,  KY,  because  of  the  intercession  of  an  important  person  from  his 
past,  Al  W.  Rader,  his  football  coach  at  Central  who  had  four  years 
earlier  taken  a  job  as  a  teacher  and  football  coach  at  Highlands.  When 
Al  became  the  head  coach  in  1937,  he  openly  recruited  Bernie  to  come  to 
Highlands  to  teach  and  be  his  assistant  for  more  money  than  he  was 
getting  at  Gloucester,  according  to  newspaper  accounts.  As  an  assistant, 
Bernie  was  lauded  as  an  important  cog  in  Highlands'  two  league 
championship  seasons  under  Rader.  When  in  1939  Al  resigned  after  his 
second  championship  season  because  of  illness,  he  recommended  Bernie 
to  succeed  him,  which  he  did,  but  "under  protest,'"  according  to  Foil 


Thomas  newspaper  reports  of  the  time.  After  three  seasons,  including  a 
league  championship  in  his  third  year,  Bemie  "requested  his  release" 
from  the  head  coach's  job.  He  remained  on  the  Highlands  staff  as  a 
teacher  and  assistant  coach  on  the  football  team  and  became  the  head 
coach  of  the  track  team.  His  track  team  coaching  was  hailed  as  being 
responsible  for  the  speed  shown  by  the  running  backs  on  Highlands' 
great  football  teams.  His  track  squads  were  outstanding  every  year, 
losing  the  state  title  once  by  lA  point. 

He  also  instructed  archery  for  the  school's  archery  club  and  for 
youngsters  in  the  summer  program  at  the  Fort  Thomas  Playground.  He 
also  was  a  veteran  first-aid  instructor  who  was  Red  Cross-certified.  One 
of  his  non-varsity  sports-related  activities  was  supervising  intramural 
football  games  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys  during  the  early  years 
of  his  coaching  career  at  Highlands. 

Bernie  retired  in  1972  after  over  30  years  in  education.  He  was  honored 
with  induction  into  the  Kentucky  High  School  Coaches  Association  Hall 
of  Fame  in  the  1960's,  primarily  for  his  efforts  as  a  track  coach. 
Highlands  High  School  is  currently  researching  his  records  for  additional 
honors. 

In  Fort  Thomas,  Fern  and  Bernie  raised  their  two  sons,  Robert  and 
Thomas,  who  kept  the  family  OU  tradition  alive  by  both  graduating  from 
OU  in  the  1960's.  His  sons  played  for  their  father  in  high  school.  But 
according  to  his  younger  son  Thomas,  their  father's  athletic  talent 
apparently  skipped  a  generation,  passing  to  Thomas'  daughter  Lindsey 
who  got  all  the  coordination  and  athletic  skills  possessed  by  her 
grandfather.  She  was  a  great  softball,  basketball,  and  track  performer, 
even  excelling  at  quarterback  in  football  whenever  any  boys  would  let 
her  play.  After  matriculating  at  OU,  Robert  took  a  position  with  the 
Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company  in  Cincinnati.  Thomas  earned  a 
Ph.D.  in  Industrial  Engineering  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  spent  a 
dozen  years  as  an  industrial  engineering  professor  at  George  Tech  before 
becoming  a  consultant  for  the  Coca-Cola  Company.  Granddaughter 
Lindsey  is  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  of  Georgia. 

Bernie  passed  away  in  1994,  and  his  wife  Fern,  who  was  a  secretary  and 
also  taught  at  Highlands,  died  10  years  later.

Robert  Balbuze... Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1959 


When  Bob  Balbuze's  mother  moved 
her  family  from  Cleveland  to  Euclid 
in  1952,  that  move  became,  in  his  own 
words,  "one  of  the  best  moves  in  my 
life."  He  experienced  the  sweet 
results  of  that  move  then  he  was  a 
student  in  the  Euclid  Schools.  His 
training  and  his  desire  to  excel  helped 
him  to  fashion  a  great  career  in 
football  as  a  running  back  and  an  even 
greater  career  in  track  as  a  star  440- 
yard  dash  and  mile  relay  performer. 
Along  the  way,  he  also  learned  at  an 
early  age  one  of  life's  important 
lessons. 


Bob  admits  that  while  a  student  at  Shore  Junior  High  School,  he  needed 
more  direction  and  discipline.  He  got  what  he  needed  from  his  Shore 
teachers  and  coaches  who  guided  him  toward  athletics.  Participation  in 
sports  provided  him  with  immense  satisfaction.  Realizing  that  without 
good  grades  in  the  classroom  he  could  not  be  eligible  for  sports,  he 
worked  hard  to  straighten  out  his  approach  to  school.  As  he  grew  older, 
he  realized  in  his  adult  years  that  the  Euclid  Schools  had  provided  him 
and  other  Euclid  students  with  the  best  there  was  to  get  in  education  and 
sports. 

When  Bob  got  to  high  school,  he  earned  six  varsity  letters,  three  in 
football  as  a  running  back  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Don  Mohr  and  three 
as  a  sprinter  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dale  "Tommy"  Thompson.  In 
football  he  was  a  Cleveland  Press  Star  and  earned  Honorable  Mention 
halfback  honors  by  the  Lake  Erie  League. 


It  was  in  track,  however,  that  Bob  really  excelled,  and  his 
accomplishments  testify  to  that.  He  captained  his  track  team  as  a  senior, 
set  school  records  in  the  440-yard  dash  and  the  mile  relay,  led  his  team  to 
two  LEL  and  Euclid  Relays  Championship,  won  the  440  at  the  Greater 
Cleveland  Indoor  Track  Meet,  ran  on  the  880-yard  relay  team  that  set  an 
LEL  Meet  record,  and  ran  on  the  LEL  Championship  mile  relay  team.  In 


the  District  Meet  he  placed  third  in  the  440  to  qualify  for  the  Ohio  State 
Meet. 

Bob's  accomplishments  led  to  his  move  to  the  next  level  at  Bowling 
Green  State  University  where  he  played  football  and  ran  track.  He 
played  on  one  Mid-American  Conference  championship  football  team 
and  was  a  member  of  the  440  and  mile  relay  teams  that  set  BG  college 
records.  His  mile  relay  team  in  1965  was  the  MAC  Champion  for  that 
event. 

After  graduation  from  BG  in  1965,  Bob  taught  and  coached  in  the 
Cleveland  area  at  Parma,  Cathedral  Latin,  and  Shaker  Heights  High 
Schools.  He  was  a  football  and  track  coach  at  Shaker  when  its  teams 
won  LEL  championships  in  football  and  track.  In  particular,  he  coached 
two  State  track  and  field  champions,  Jerry  Bourassa  in  the  discus  and 
Kevin  Ryan  in  the  mile. 

After  he  stopped  coaching,  Bob  became  a  football  official  for  20  years  in 
Ohio  and  in  California  at  both  the  high  school  and  college  levels. 

In  1971  he  left  teaching  for  a  career  in  sales  of  materials  handling 
equipment  for  the  Clark  Equipment  Company.  For  the  next  35  years  he 
worked  hard  and  rose  to  become  Regional  Sales  Manager.  In  1988  his 
company  transferred  him  to  Charlotte,  NC,  where  he  still  lives  today 
with  his  wife  Francine.  They  have  two  children,  Erin  and  David.

Julie  Ann  Jordan. ..Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1976 


Julie  Jordan  played  on  the 
Euclid  varsity  tennis  team 
during  her  three  years  in 
high  school.  She 
achieved  a  stellar  high 
school  career  and  earned 
three  letters  before 
moving  on  to  college  and 
continuing  to  star  at  that 
level. 

In  her  three  years  at 
Euclid,  Julie  played  first 
or  second  singles  for  Hall 
of  Fame  Coach  Arlene  Carter.  She  earned  first  singles  honors  during  her 
final  two  years.  As  a  senior  she  was  ranked  8th  in  the  Northeast  Ohio 
Region  by  the  Northeastern  Ohio  Tennis  Association.  Against  the  top 
players  in  the  state,  she  achieved  a  very  fine  winning  record  of  15  wins 
against  10  losses. 

Her  training  and  competition  in  high  school  served  Julie  well  when  she 
went  on  to  Ohio  Wesleyan  University.  There  she  played  second  singles 
and  won  a  19-team  tournament  at  Oberlin  College.  She  also  won  the 
Small  College  Ohio  State  Championship  two  years  running. 


In  2003,  Ohio  Wesleyan  paid  Julie  its  highest  athletic  honor.  She  was 
inducted  that  year  into  the  OWU  Hall  of  Fame  for  her  tennis 
accomplishments  as  an  undergraduate  there. 

After  graduation  in  1980  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  Julie  later 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  nursing  from  the  University  of 
Texas  Medical  Branch  in  Galveston.   During  this  time  she  continued  to 
add  to  her  tennis  accomplishments.  While  working  as  a  nurse  in 
Galveston,  she  won  four  tournament  titles  in  one  year,  including  the 
Galveston  Racquet  Club  Women's  Championship. 


After  moving  to  Sarasota  in  1991,  where  she  now  lives,  Julie  has 
continued  to  play  tournament  tennis,  completing  every  year  in  the  United 
State  Tennis  Association-sanctioned  4.5  Leagues.  Several  years  ago  she 
achieved  a  high  ranking  of  13  for  her  age  group  for  all  of  Florida. 

In  the  late  1990's  Julie  worked  as  a  sales  representative  for  the 
Telectronics  Company  for  the  sale  of  pacemakers. 

She  now  has  a  license  to  practice  the  sale  of  real  estate,  and  she  currently 
is  a  realtor  for  the  firm  of  Michael  Saunders  and  Company  in  Sarasota.

Hall  of  Fame  candidate  in  2005,  he 
wrote  to  the  Hall  to  explain  his  deep 
appreciation  at  just  being  considered. 
He  wrote,  "The  emphasis  was  always 
on  the  team  first,  last,  and  forever  at 
EHS.  It  all  started  with  a  great  head 
coach  Mike  Raicevich  (a  Hall  of 
Famer)  who  taught  us  how  to  be  a 
team,  to  work  hard  to  win  and  do  it 
with  respect  for  teammates  and 
opponents  alike...  I  don't  know  if  I  am  deserving  of  this  consideration, 
but  I  am  grateful  for  the  foundation  of  success  EHS  provided.  The 
experience  fueled  my  passion  for  golf  and  career  choices  as  I  continue  to 
coach  the  sport  I  love. . ." 

Tom  as  considered  for  two  years  before  being  enshrined  in  the  Hall  in 
2007.  Once  his  accomplishments  were  more  closely  studied,  it  became 
evident  that  he  was  an  outstanding  candidate,  especially  when  his  high 
school,  college,  and  professional  achievements  were  examined. 

In  high  school  Tom  as  a  three-year  letterman  in  golf,  a  two-time  District 
qualifier,  two-time  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Team  member, 
and  a  player  on  the  GCC  Championship  Team  in  1981.  Tom's  teams  had 
a  three-year  record  of  3 1  wins,  1 1  losses,  and  one  tie.  His  individual 
record  for  those  three  years  was  a  spectacular  36-4-2. 

Tom  eventually  became  a  star  golfer  at  Cleveland  State  University,  but 
before  then  he  first  enrolled  at  Lakeland  Community  College  where  he 
earned  an  Associated  Arts  Degree  in  History  in  1985.  In  1986  he  started 
at  CSU  and  became  a  golfing  legend.  He  lettered  for  three  years  and 
earned  the  team's  Most  Outstanding  Player  Award  in  1987  and  1988 
after  winning  four  tournaments  in  the  1988  spring  season. 


He  graduated  from  CSU  in  1990  with  a  B.A.  in  Social  Studies.  His 
academic  record  showed  that  he  had  also  applied  himself  well  because  he 
made  the  Dean's  List  in  the  1989  Winter  Quarter. 


A  professional  golfing  career  lay  ahead  for  Tom  for  a  number  of  years  as 
he  became  the  Assistant  Golf  Professional  at  Mayfield  and  Kirtland 
Country  Clubs.  Then  in  1999  he  moved  on  to  become  the 
Teaching/Assistant  Golf  Professional  at  Westwood  Country  Club  in 
Rocky  River.  During  this  time  he  continued  to  play  professionally, 
winning  several  Professional  Golf  Association  tournaments  and  was  a 
top  25  finisher  on  the  1997  Northeast  Ohio  PGA  money  list. 

During  his  period  as  a  country  club  golf  pro,  Tom  agreed  to  act  as  an 
assistant  coach  for  the  CSU  golf  team  (1990-91)  before  accepting  the 
head  coach  position  when  it  opened  up  the  next  year.  He  became  the 
first  full-time  golf  head  coach  in  CSU  history  as  the  school  reconfigured 
itself  into  a  Division  1 A  mold  by  making  Tom's  position  full  time.  As 
the  head  coach  of  both  the  men  and  Women's  teams,  Tom  as  the  director 
of  all  aspects  of  golf  operations,  including  recruitment,  awarding 
scholarships,  retention  and  graduation  of  student  athletes,  budgeting, 
fundraising,  scheduling,  travel,  compliance,  tournament  operations,  and 
alumni  and  community  relations. 

Some  of  his  noteworthy  achievements  at  CSU  as  head  coach  included 
raising  the  team  from  club  level  to  Division  1 A  status,  recruiting  and 
giving  the  first  golf  scholarship  in  1992,  assisting  in  the  implementation 
and  creating  of  a  new  women's  program,  fundraising,  and  being 
responsible  for  the  building  of  the  John  Telich,  Sr.  Golf  Center.  This 
first-class,  high-tech  center  is  dedicated  to  Mr.  Telich  who  generously 
funded  the  facility  and  coincidentally  is  a  Euclid  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
member  for  his  own  notable  athletic  endeavors  at  Euclid  Shore.  Tom's 
1998  team  won  its  first-ever  Horizon  League  title  and  in  2006  repeated 
as  champion.  Subsequently,  Tom  was  named  as  the  Horizon  League's 
Coach  of  the  Year. 

Tom  left  CSU  in  the  spring  of  2006  to  become  the  head  golf  coach  at 
Akron  University  for  one  year,  with  his  team  having  its  best-ever  season 
(37-4)  and  finishing  second  in  the  MAC.  In  July  2007  Tom  accepted  the 
Associate  Head  Coach  job  at  Kent  State  University  for  the  men's  and 
women's  golf  teams. 

Tom  and  his  wife  Renee  have  three  children:   Ryan,  Victoria,  and  Anna. 
They  live  in  Willoughby,  Ohio.

Chad  Ramlow... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1987 


As  a  track  performer  at  Euclid 
High  School,  Chad  Ramlow  had 
the  privilege  of  performing  for  a 
great  coach,  Bob  Ramlow,  a  Hall 
of  Famer  who  also  happened  to 
be  his  father.   Since  Bob  set  very 
high  standards  for  his  athletes, 
Chad  especially  had  to  measure 
up.  By  the  time  he  finished  at 
Euclid  High,  he  left  no  doubt 
that  he  had  achieved  all  that  any 
coach  or  parent  could  want  of  a 


student  athlete  or  son. 


Chad  won  12  high  school  varsity  letters  in  four  sports:  two  in  football  as 
a  linebacker  for  Coach  Tom  Banc;  four  in  hockey  as  a  center  for  Coaches 
Fred  Heyer,  Brent  Figueira,  and  Gary  Geldart;  three  in  indoor  track  as  a 
hurdler,  high  jumper,  and  pole  vaulter  for  his  father;  and  three  in  outdoor 
track  as  a  hurdler,  high  jumper,  pole  vaulter,  and  discus  thrower,  again 
for  his  father. 

He  won  many  honors  for  his  explants.  In  football  he  was  All-Conference 
Defense  Second  Team.  In  hockey  he  captained  his  team  as  a  junior  and  a 
senior,  played  on  the  Baron  Cup  Championship  Team  as  a  junior,  made 
the  Cleveland  All-Star  Team  as  a  senior,  and  was  the  top  scorer  on  his 
team  as  a  junior.  In  indoor  and  outdoor  track,  he  qualified  for  the  Ohio 
State  Meet  and  earned  8th  and  5th  place  pole  vault  finishes  in  his  junior 
and  senior  years,  respectively.  He  also  set  the  school  indoor  track  record 
for  the  pole  vault  (14'6")  and  took  fourth  place  in  the  pole  vault  at  the 
prestigious  and  difficult  Ohio  Octonary  Meet.  In  addition,  he  captained 
his  indoor/outdoor  track  teams  as  a  senior.  At  the  end  of  his  senior  year, 
he  received  the  coveted  Richard  Keay  Award  as  Euclid's  Outstanding 
Athlete  for  1986-87. 

Nor  surprisingly,  track  was  Chad's  best  sport,  and  his  versatility  enabled 
him  to  become  a  multi-event  performer.  In  high  school  he  willingly 
volunteered  to  fill  up  Euclid's  lineup  in  other  events  so  that  the  squad 
could  be  better  balanced  and  competitive  in  meets.  This  not  only  helped 


his  team,  but  it  also  helped  him  to  develop  into  the  kind  of  multi-event 
athlete  who  developed  enough  so  that  he  was  able  to  perform  well  in  the 
decathlon  at  the  college  level. 

He  got  his  chance  when  he  won  a  track  scholarship  to  Miami  (OH) 
University  and  in  four  years  earned  four  varsity  track  letters  as  an 
outstanding  decathlete.  He  won  numerous  honors  at  Miami  that 
culminated  in  a  terrific  senior  season  when  he  served  as  the  team  captain, 
won  the  Mid-American  Conference  Decathlon  Championship,  came  in 
third  at  the  prestigious  Drake  Relays,  was  second  at  the  Dogwood 
Relays,  became  an  NCAA  Provisional  Qualifier,  and  earned  a  place  in 
Miami's  record  book  as  the  second-best  decathlete  in  the  school's  history 
(he  had  the  top  spot  according  to  pre- 1984  scoring  rules). 

After  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  in  1991,  Chad  followed  his  parents 
into  teaching,  in  particular  his  mother  Barbara,  by  becoming  an  English 
instructor.  Like  his  father,  he  also  became  a  coach.  At  Willoughby 
South  High  School  he  coached  football  as  he  did  at  his  next  school, 
Solon  High  School,  where  he  still  works  today.  At  Solon  he  started  the 
varsity  hockey  team  and  was  the  head  coach  for  five  years.  Also  at 
Solon  he  became  the  girls'  head  coach  and  the  boys'  high  jump  coach. 
He  started  a  girls'  indoor  track  team  at  Solon,  and  his  team  was 
undefeated  in  dual  meets  for  four  straight  years.  He  coached  Kia 
Flowers  to  a  second-place  finish  in  the  long  jump  at  the  State  Meet  and 
Tara  Conley  to  a  State  Championship  the  next  year. 

While  at  Miami,  Chad  met  his  future  wife  Tia,  and  they  are  the  proud 
parents  of  three  daughters  that  they  are  raising  at  their  home  in  Sagamore 
Hills,  Ohio.  Chad  and  his  father  form  one  of  five  father-son  duos  in  the 
Hall  of  Fame.

Kevin  W.  Gaines. ..Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1990 

Kevin  Gaines  was  part  of  the  great 
Euclid  High  football  teams  of  the  late 
1980's  and  early  1990's.  A  bona  fide 
Division  1 A  colelge  football  talent, 
Kevin  performed  spectacularly  during 
his  three  years  on  the  football  team 
and  ranks  among  Euclid's  greatest 
football  players  of  the  1980's  and 
1990's. 

Kevin  concentrated  on  football  while 
at  Euclid,  starting  for  three  years  for 
Coach  Tom  Banc.  As  a  defensive 
back  and  wide  receiver,  Kevin  won  many  honors  during  his  junior  and 
senior  years,  including  the  following:  All-Northeast  Ohio,  A\\-Plain 
Dealer,  A\\-News-Herald,  All-Scholastic  First  Teams;  All-Ohio  Second 
Team;  and  Team  Captain. 

One  big  highlight  of  Kevin's  high  school  career  was  seen  on  National 
television.  In  Euclid's  first  game  of  the  1989  season,  the  brand  new  Fox 
Sports  Network  chose  to  feature  Euclid  versus  state  powerhouse  St. 
Ignatius  at  the  Lakewood  High  School  Stadium.  It  was  the  first  high 
school  football  game  ever  to  be  televised  nationally.  Although  Euclid 
lost  that  game  in  a  blowout,  Kevin  Provided  Euclid  fans  with  some  thrills 
when  he  returned  a  kickoff  through  the  entire  St.  Ignatius  team  for  an 
electrifying  touchdown. 

(In  Euclid's  last  game  of  that  season,  in  the  playoffs,  Ignatius  squeaked 
past  Euclid,  31-30,  with  a  dramatic  fourth-quarter  comeback  that  many 
Northeast  Ohio  fans  consider  to  be  the  greatest  high  school  football  game 
ever  played  in  the  Cleveland  area.) 

Kevin's  football  prowess  earned  him  a  football  scholarship  to  the 
University  of  Louisville  where  he  was  a  four-year  defensive  starter  and 
letter-winner  for  the  Cardinals.  After  his  senior  season,  he  played  in  a 
post-season  all-star  game  and  was  rated  among  the  tope  five  college 
cornerbacks. 


As  a  Senior  Kevin  was  honored  by  his  team  by  winning  the  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Year  Award.  He  also  was  named  as  a  Second  Team  Ail- 
American  defensive  back  when  he  finished  his  career  at  Louisville. 

After  college,  in  1995,  Kevin  was  with  the  New  Orleans  Saints  in  the 
National  Football  League.  In  1996  and  1997  he  played  in  the  NFL 
Europe  League.  Since  1998  he  has  played  for  top  teams  in  the  Arena 
Football  League. 

Kevin  currently  resides  in  Cleveland  in  the  off-season.

Kelly  Smith  Whitworth... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1996 

Kelly  Smith  is  arguably  the  best  girls' 
volleyball  player  to  come  out  of  Euclid's 
program  so  far.  Not  only  did  she  shine  at 
the  high  school  level,  but  she  also 
established  perself  as  an  even  brighter 
star  in  college.  Her  skills  in  basketball 
and  track  were  also  outstanding. 

In  high  school  Kelly  was  very  versatile 
and  won  10  varsity  letters  in  three 
different  sports.  She  won  three  in 
basketball  as  a  center  for  Coach  Roy 
Pignatiello,  three  in  track  and  field  as  a 
discuss  thrower  and  shot  putter  for 
Coach  Mike  Sustin,  and  four  in 
volleyball  as  a  6'2"  middle  blocker  for 
Coach  Wendy  Potokar.  In  track  as  a 
senior  she  placed  and  took  third  place  in  the  discus  event  at  the  Ohio 
State  Track  Meet.  In  basketball,  also  as  a  senior,  she  played  on  the 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Champsionship  team,  made  the  News- 
Herald  and  GCC  Second  Teams,  was  a  GCBLA  All-Star,  and  registered 
194  points  and  167  rebounds  in  22  games. 

Volleyball,  however,  was  Kelly's  sport.  As  a  senior  she  was  named  as 
her  team's  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year  and  was  selected  for  other 
honors  as  well,  including  being  named  to  the  GCC  First  Team  and  as  the 
News-Herald's  All-Star  Offensive  Player  of  the  year.  She  was  also  First 
Team  All-Area  and  All-District. 

When  Kelly  graduated,  she  was  honored  as  Euclid's  Athlete  of  the  Year 
and  subsequently  won  a  volleyball  scholarship  to  Eastern  Kentucky 
University  where  she  played  for  two  years.  After  a  coaching  change  at 
EKU  at  the  end  of  her  second  year,  Kelly  accepted  a  scholarship  from 
Middle  Tennessee  State  University  for  her  final  two  years.  Ironically, 
her  new  teammates  at  Middle  Tennessee  State  named  her,  a  former 
opponent,  as  their  captain  for  her  final  two  years. 


At  her  new  school  Kelly  earned  many  honors,  including  the  following: 


Ohio  Valley  Conference  Player  of  the  Week;  Middle  Tennessee 
Invitational  Tournament  MVP,  OVC  Second  Team  All-Star;  OVC  leader 
in  blocks  and  top  1 0  in  hitting  percentage  and  kills;  27th  ranked  player  in 
all  of  Division  1  for  blocks;  Middle  Tennessee  MVP  and  recipient  of  the 
"Rock,"  "K,"  and  "Leadership"  Awards. 

Kelly's  coach  at  Middle  Tennessee  wrote  a  special  letter  to  her  in  which 
he  explained  how  much  she  meant  to  the  program  and  to  him:  "Your 
amazing  determination  in  the  face  of  formidable  pain  coupled  with  your 
intensity  and  desire  to  win  have  made  a  lasting  impression  in  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  the  younger  players... they  [the  younger  players]  will  carry 
on  a  bit  of  your  spirit  and  leadership  in  their  play  and  set  a  'Kelly' 
example  for  the  next  class... you  have  rekindled  my  enthusiasm  for 
coaching...." 

At  the  end  of  her  senior  season,  Kelly's  four  freshman  teammates  also 
gave  her  a  written  commendation  in  the  form  of  a  poem  dedicated  to  her. 
The  poem  was  entitled,  "To  Kelly,"  and  notes  her  leadership  ability  as 
the  only  senior  on  the  squad  and  how  her  leadership  affected  the  team. 

Part  of  that  heartfelt  poem  follows: 

Yesterday,  you  lost  and  you  won... 

Yesterday,  you  were  flowing  as  one  with  us, 

Yesterday,  you  suffered  horrible  pain,  but  you  fought  back. 

Today  you  continue  to  fight. . . 

Today  is  your  day... 

Today  you  leave  us. 

Tomorrow  you  will  move  on  to  better  things. 

Tomorrow  you  will  master  success. 

Tomorrow  you  will  have  a  day  off. 

Tomorrow  you  will  be  missed. 

Kelly  earned  her  B.S.  degree  in  2000  from  Middle  Tennessee  and  since 
then  has  served  as  the  Director  of  Recreation  at  the  NHI  Adams  Place 
Health  Center  for  the  Elderly  in  Murfreesboro,  Tennessee.  She  also  has 
coached  club  volleyball  teams  for  three  years. 

She  lives  in  Bell  Buck,  Tennessee,  with  her  husband  Shane,  their  young 
son  Jake,  and  their  new  baby  daughter  Addie.

Joseph  Tucceri.. .Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1996 


Joe  Tucceri  was  a  standout  wrestler  at 
Euclid  High  School  who  won  every 
local  wrestling  honor,  nearly  won  a 
State  wrestling  championship,  and 
earned  eight  letters  in  three  varsity 
sports,  including  four  in  wrestling  while 
also  being  a  standout  in  football  and 
baseball.  He  is  probably  the  best 
wrestler  in  Euclid  history  who  never 
won  a  State  championship,  the  only 
Ohio  high  school  title  to  elude  him. 

Joe  wrestled  at  1 52  pounds  and 
achieved  the  most  wins  in  Euclid  High 
Hi    School's  history,  including  the  glory 
years  for  Euclid  wrestling  during  the  1950's  and  early  1960's.  He 
achieved  a  remarkable  108-17  record  by  the  time  he  graduated. 


A  star  from  the  moment  he  enrolled  as  a  freshman,  Joe  became  the  first 
Euclid  freshman  to  qualify  for  the  State  Meet.  He  was  also  named  as  a 
News-Herald  All-Star  in  the  spring  of  his  first  year,  1993. 

Local  honors  continued  for  Joe  for  the  rest  of  his  high  school  career.  The 
News-Herald  honored  him  as  an  All-Star  in  1994,  1995,  and  1996  and 
also  named  him  as  the  Wrestler  of  the  Year  in  the  spring  of  1996.  The 
Plain  Dealer  named  him  to  its  All-Scholastic  First  Team  that  same  year. 

Joe  qualified  for  the  State  Meet  in  three  of  his  four  high  school  years: 
1993,  1995,  and  1996.  In  1995  he  was  fifth  at  the  State  Meet,  and  in 
1996  heartbreakingly  he  came  in  second.  His  wrestling  coaches  at 
Euclid  were  Tim  D'Anna  and  Chris  Papouras. 


Joe  tried  to  diversify  his  talents  in  high  school.  He  played  football  as  a 
defensive  back  and  backup  quarterback  for  Coach  Tom  Banc  and  earned 
two  varsity  letters.  As  a  senior  the  News-Herald  named  him  to  its 
Defensive  First  Team.  He  also  played  baseball  and  lettered  for  two  years 
for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dennis  Turkall. 


An  academic  talent  in  high  school,  Joe  worked  on  the  Euclidian 
yearbook  staff  and  won  coveted  membership  in  the  prestigious  National 
Honor  Society. 

Joe  moved  on  to  the  Ivy  League  when  he  enrolled  at  Cornell  University 
and  lettered  and  wrestled  for  four  years  at  the  varsity  level.  During  three 
of  his  four  years  at  Cornell,  he  qualified  for  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  National  Meet.  He  graduated  in  2000  with  a 
bachelor's  degree. 

After  graduation  he  served  as  a  wrestling  coach  at  Euclid  Central  for  two 
years  and  at  Euclid  High  School  for  four  years. 

Currently,  Joe  lives  in  Kirtland,  Ohio,  and  serves  as  the  Vice-President  of 
JTS  Machine  Company.

Greg  Lynn... Lifetime  Achievement  in  Athletics 
Euclid  High  School  Class  of  1979 

Greg  Lynn  grew  up,  as  he  notes,  in  a 
"baseball  family."  His  two  older 
brothers  Jeff  and  Mike  were  athletic 
stars  and  the  real  athletes  in  his 
family.  (Mike  was  inducted  into  the 
Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  in  2006.)  Because  youth 
baseball  opportunities  were  abundant 
in  Euclid  when  Greg  was  growing  up, 
he  was  able  to  pursue  his  passion  for 
the  sport,  and  despite  his  limited 
ability  on  the  playing  field,  he  still 
was  able  to  parlay  that  passion  in  a 
unique  way  that  led  him  to  a 

productive  and  satisfying  career  as  a  physical  trainer  at  the  highest  level 

of  baseball,  the  MLB,  the  Major  Leagues,  "the  Show." 

An  important  chapter  in  Greg's  life  occurred  when  he  was  1 1 .  He  was 
the  batboy  for  Sumner  White  and  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Paul  Serra's 
American  Legion  Post  343  summer  teams.  Road  trips  fascinated  Greg  as 
he  rode  in  the  middle  front  seat  of  Paul's  car  and  had  the  chance  to  see 
baseball  played  "the  way  it  should  be  played,"  as  Greg  has  noted.  He 
especially  remembers  taking  care  of  the  team's  equipment,  including  the 
first  aid  box.  A  state  tournament  trip  to  Athens,  Ohio,  exposed  Greg  to 
his  first  glimpse  of  the  picturesque  Ohio  University  campus,  and  he  knew 
in  his  heart  from  that  early  age  that  some  day  he  would  attend  OU.  Greg 
was  true  to  his  heart's  desire  because  he  did  enroll  at  OU  after  he 
graduated  from  high  school. 

Always  interested  in  health  and  the  body,  Greg  discovered  in  junior  high 
school  that  he  could  combine  this  interest  with  sports,  and  in  senior  high 
school  he  was  given  real  encouragement  and  support  to  pursue  this 
interest  so  that  it  could  become  a  career  for  him.  At  Shore  Junior  High. 
he  was  preparing  a  "career  book"  project  for  his  business  teacher  Al 
Bleich,  and  after  interviewing  Shore  coaches  and  teachers,  he  chose 
athletic  training  as  the  career  for  his  project.  Athletic  training  was 
starting  to  come  into  vogue  in  the  mid-1 970's,  and  Greg  chose  to  pursue 
his  interest  in  it  when  he  got  to  high  school.  He  consulted  with  coaches 
and  teachers  and  athletic  officials,  including  Hall  of  Famers  Sena.  Don 


Mohr,  and  Chuck  Hill  as  well  as  Jim  Englehart,  Greg  Sattler,  Paul 
Kapostasy,  and  Ron  Seymour.  He  volunteered  as  a  student  trainer, 
primarily  for  the  football  team.  Through  the  generous  support  of  the 
Euclid  Boosters  Club,  he  was  able  to  attend  courses  on  sports  medicine 
at  Case  Western  Reserve  and  Cleveland  State  Universities  as  well  as 
local  seminars  and  workshops. 

When  he  graduated  in  the  spring  of  1979,  Greg  won  acceptance  to  OU's 
accredited  athletic  training  program  and  was  one  of  only  six  male 
candidates  that  the  school  accepted  as  freshmen  that  year.  In  his  junior 
year  he  was  finally  given  the  opportunity  to  be  the  trainer  for  the  team 
that  played  the  sport  that  he  loved,  baseball.  That  summer  he  went  with 
a  friend  to  work  with  a  minor  league  team  in  the  Texas  Rangers' 
organization.  When  he  returned  to  OU  that  fall,  he  realized  that  he 
wanted  to  be  a  trainer  in  professional  baseball  more  than  anything.  An 
opportunity  opened  the  next  spring  with  the  San  Francisco  Giants  who 
needed  athletic  trainers  for  their  minor  league  teams.  He  was  hired 
immediately  after  he  applied,  leading  to  his  temporary  withdrawal  from 
OU.  After  that  first  minor  league  season,  Greg  returned  to  OU  and 
completed  his  studies  over  the  next  two  years  between  minor  league 
seasons,  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  in  athletic  training  in  1985. 

Greg  spent  10  years  win  the  Giants'  system,  three  in  the  minor  leagues 
and  seven  as  an  assistant  trainer  with  the  Major  League  Giants.  The  new 
General  Manager  of  the  Giants  Al  Rosen  (one  of  the  Cleveland  Indians' 
all-time  greats)  gave  Greg  that  opportunity.  His  first  year  with  the 
Giants  was  eventful  for  him  in  another  very  special  way.  That  was  the 
year  he  married  Debbie  Fuentes,  an  Arizona  Native  whom  he  had  met 
while  working  in  the  Instructional  League  there.  The  next  year  the 
Giants  won  the  National  League  pennant  and  went  to  the  1989  World 
Series.  During  the  Series,  two  events  happened  that  Greg  will  never 
forget:  his  son  Ethan  was  born,  and  three  days  later  a  devastating 
earthquake  struck  San  Francisco,  disrupting  the  Series  and  bringing 
tragedy  to  the  Bay  Area. 

In  1992  Greg  decided  to  pursue  a  head  athletic  training  job  in  the  Major 
Leagues.  That  pursuit  took  him  to  the  Cincinnati  Reds  in  the  winter  of 
1992,  and  the  next  spring  Greg  was  the  Reds'  head  trainer,  a  post  he  held 
for  10  years  until  he  retired  in  2002  from  professional  baseball  after  20 
years  service.  Some  major  highlights  of  Greg's  tenure  in  Cincinnati 
include  the  Reds  nearly  winning  the  National  League  pennant  in  1995 
and  his  selection  to  be  the  National  League's  Athletic  Trainer  at  the  1999 


All-Star  Game  in  Boston.  In  1993  he  and  Debbie  had  their  second  son 
Tyler,  and  in  1995  they  welcomed  the  birth  of  their  third  child,  a 
daughter  Hanna. 

While  still  with  the  Reds,  Greg  served  as  a  consultant  with  Proctor  and 
Gamble  in  Cincinnati  regarding  its  Therma  Care  Heat  Wrap  products  and 
with  the  Kendall-Futuro  Company  regarding  its  sports  braces  and 
supports. 

He  had  an  exciting  media  opportunity  in  the  winter  of  2002  when  he 
hosted  a  one-hour  AM  radio  show  in  Cincinnati  for  1 0  weeks.  The  show 
was  called  "In  the  Training  Room." 

After  retirement  from  MLB,  Greg  accepted  a  job  as  Manager  of  Sports 
Medicine  for  TriHealth  in  Cincinnati.  With  this  position  he  has  the 
opportunity  to  promote  athletic  training,  something  that  he  does  at  local 
schools  and  universities.  He  advises  young  people  to  get  as  much 
experience  as  possible,  much  as  he  did  at  a  young  age. 

To  this  day,  Greg  is  grateful  to  those  wonderful  people  in  Euclid  who 
were  such  an  important  part  of  his  development  as  a  youth.  He  still  uses 
the  model  of  his  experiences  as  a  youngster  growing  up  in  Euclid  as  a 
guide  to  the  young  people  that  he  reaches  out  to  today. 

Since  retirement,  he  has  looked  forward  to  pursuing  interests  outside  of 
baseball.  Not  the  least  of  his  interests  is  his  desire  to  spend  more  time 
with  this  family  at  their  home  in  Cincinnati.

were  at  the  other  Euclid  high  school,  Shore.  During  his 
13  years  in  the  district  at  Central,  he  coached  teams  that 
won  eight  league  or  county  titles,  groomed  five  Ohio 
State  Track  Meet  qualifiers,  and  coached  six  future 
Sports  Hall  of  Famers  from  Central:  Jack  Shea,  '31; 
Joe  Sintic,  '29;  John  Korencic,  '27;  Harry  Knuth,  '22; 
and  the  two  Sadosky  brothers,  Len,  '29,  and  Bernie, 
'28.  He  won  two  more  football  league  titles  in 
Kentucky  with  Bernie  Sadosky  as  his  assistant  coach.  Tonight  he  rejoins  those 
boys  from  his  great  teams,  once  again  as  their  coach,  in  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

Al  Rader  came  to  Northeast  Ohio  by  way  of  Southern  Ohio.  He  did  his  prep 
school  studies  at  Ohio  University  Preparatory  School  (1912-1915)  and  followed 
that  up  with  a  college  career  at  Ohio  State  Normal  School  (1915-1917)  where  he 
earned  a  Normal  Diploma  to  teach  Manual  Arts  in  public  schools.  (Manual  Arts 
teachers'  training  did  not  require  a  four-year  bachelor's  degree  at  that  time.  In 
193 1  Al  did  go  back  to  college  and  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  his  subject 
area  at  Ohio  University.)  He  then  served  in  the  U.S.  Navy  during  World  War  I 
(1918-1919).  His  first  teaching  job  was  at  Medina  High  School  for  the  1919-20 
school  year. 

In  1920  Al  came  to  the  Euclid  Village  School  District,  having  been  hired  by  the 
new  Superintendent  of  Schools  Wilbur  A.  Franks.  He  was  assigned  to  teach 
manual  arts  at  Central.  There  he  was  also  to  act  as  the  coach  of  the  football, 
basketball,  baseball,  and  track  teams.  Those  were  all  time-consuming,  after- 
school,  extracurricular  activities  that,  according  to  Euclid  pay  records  from  that 
time,  did  not  have  extra-pay  supplemental  contract  stipends  as  they  do  today. 

As  the  coach  at  Central,  Al  achieved  an  impressive  level  of  success.  During  his 
13  years  in  Euclid,  all  at  Central,  his  teams  won  eight  titles:  four  in  football, 
three  in  baseball,  and  one  in  basketball.  Five  times  he  had  teams  who  were 
league  runners-up,  twice  in  football  and  in  baseball  and  once  in  basketball.  He 
also  had  four  undefeated  football  teams. 


His  football  teams  in  particular  were  headliners  for  Central  during  his  tenure. 
They  won  four  titles  in  five  years,  three  of  them  in  a  row  (1926,  1927,  and  1928) 
with  the  fourth  occurring  in  1930.  His  1923  team  went  8-0  and  allowed  only 


one  touchdown  all  year  but  was  not  yet  affiliated  in  a  league;  1924  was  Central" s 
first  season  in  a  football  league,  the  Greater  Cleveland  Conference. 

Al  was  quoted  in  a  1930  Cleveland  Press  article  about  how  he  had  to  have  "60- 
minute  men"  at  his  small  school.  Central  had  only  49  boys  enrolled  in  the  entire 
school,  and  half  of  them  reported  for  the  first  football  practice  that  season.  All 
was  impressed  by  the  boys'  spirit,  but  he  was  realistic  to  know  that  spirit  was 
not  quite  enough  considering  the  larger  schools  in  Euclid's  conference.  "With 
the  exception  of  our  15  regulars,"  he  was  quoted,  "all  our  boys  are  too  small  for 
competitive  football.  But  with  those  15  we  hope  to  win  the  championship  of  the 
Eastern  Conference  just  as  we  did  the  title  of  the  old  Greater  Cleveland  loop  for 
three  years  in  succession."  In  1930  his  15  60-minute  men  won  the  Eastern 
Conference  title,  led  by  Hall  of  Famer  Jack  Shea,  whom  Al  had  dubbed  as 
"Speed  Shea"  in  a  long  dedication  poem  that  he  wrote  after  the  1928  season. 

Al  also  coached  championship  teams  in  other  sports.  His  first  basketball  team  in 
1920-21  went  11-1  and  took  first  place  at  the  Cuyahoga  County  Class  B 
tournament.  His  baseball  teams  won  league  championships  in  1921,  1929,  and 
1930.  His  1902  team  was  a  combined  Central-Shore  team. 

Central  did  not  have  a  track  team  until  the  1925-26  school  year.  During  his 
eight  years  as  the  track  coach,  he  had  five  qualifiers  for  the  Ohio  State  Track 
Meet,  with  three  of  them  finishing  at  fifth  place  or  higher.  In  1927  Bernard 
Sadosky  qualified  in  the  100-yard  dash.  In  1928  Henry  Powers  took  fifth  place 
in  the  pole  vault  and  Bernard  Sadosky  third  place  in  the  1 00-yard  dash.  In  1929 
Vincent  Caito  qualified,  and  Lenard  Sadosky  took  third  place  in  the  high 
hurdles. 

At  Central  Al  not  only  taught  Manual  Arts,  but  he  also  served  as  the  Mechanical 
Arts  Department  Chairperson,  the  faculty  adviser  for  the  Athletic  Association, 
and  an  active  member  of  the  Ohio  State  Teachers  Association. 

In  June  1933  Al  resigned  from  his  job  in  Euclid  during  one  of  the  terrible  years 
of  the  Great  Depression.  He  applied  to  a  school  district  in  Fort  Thomas, 
Kentucky,  and  moved  there.  Supt.  Franks  wrote  a  glowing  letter  of 
recommendation  for  Al,  praising  him  in  this  way:  "His  experience  with  boys 
has  been  of  marked  success.  I  consider  Mr.  Rader's  personal  influence  upon 
boys  exceeds  that  of  any  teacher  on  our  force.  Parents  wishing  to  secure  a 
desired  reaction  from  their  children  are  accustomed  to  present  the  matter  to  Mr. 
Rader  and  have  him  indirectly  get  the  youngster  to  follow  their  parents' 
wishes... Whether  his  teams  were  wining  or  losing,  his  squad  and  the  student 
body  had  the  same  spirit  of  loyalty  toward  the  coach  which  fact  in  itself  is  rather 
unique... For  four  years  his  football  teams  were  champions  in  the  Greater 
Cleveland  Conference  which  embraced  schools  from  all  over  the  Cleveland 
Metropolitan  Area  and  included  a  majority  of  schools  with  three  or  four  times 
the  enrollment  of  our  Central  school...." 


Al  got  a  job  at  Highland  High  School  in  Fort  Thomas,  acting  first  as  an  assistant 
football  coach.  He  became  the  head  coach  in  1937  and  immediately  recruited 
his  former  star  Bernie  Sadosky  to  leave  his  head  coaching  job  at  Gloucester, 
Kentucky,  High  School  to  become  his  assistant  at  Highlands.  For  the  next  two 
years,  Al  coached  the  football  team  to  two  league  championships.  Local 
coaches  were  quoted  that  "Al  was  tough  and  so  are  his  teams." 

His  team  recorded  a  great  victory  in  his  first  season  over  a  powerful  Newport, 
Kentucky,  team  that  Highlands  had  never  beaten,  a  team  that,  in  fact,  had  not 
been  beaten  by  any  Northern  Kentucky  team  since  193 1 .  With  that  game,  he 
endeared  himself  to  Fort  Thomas  fans  by  leading  his  Highlands  team  to  a  13-6 
victory,  suing  a  trick  play  devised  by  him  whereby  at  the  conclusion  of  a  time 
out  called  by  Highlands,  nine  Highlands  players  lined  up  on  one  side  of  the  field 
while  the  center  and  a  back  stayed  with  the  ball  farther  away  toward  the  center 
of  the  field.  After  an  exchange  of  some  whispered  signals,  the  center  snapped 
the  ball  suddenly,  catching  the  Newport  team  of  guard.  The  runner  quickly  ran 
behind  the  nine  Highlands'  players.  By  the  time  the  Newport  players  recovered, 
nine  blockers  had  cleared  a  path  for  a  35-yard  score.  Newport  coaches  and  fans 
called  the  play  illegal  and  said  "the  water  bucket  was  still  on  the  field"  from  the 
time  out,  but  the  play  was  allowed  and  the  final  score  stood.  After  the  second 
year,  another  championship  one,  Al  resigned  the  head  coaching  job,  citing  "poor 
health"  and  "illness"  as  reasons  and  requested  relief  from  his  football  coaching 
duties.  The  Fort  Thomas  newspapers  cited  illness  as  the  reason  for  him  leaving 
his  Euclid  job  in  1933  as  well.  Al  recommended  that  the  head  coaching  reins  be 
turned  over  to  Bernie,  and  he  returned  to  his  teaching  job  at  Highlands  and  for  a 
while  acted  as  the  track  coach. 

Al  married,  but  there  are  no  records  that  he  and  his  wife  had  any  children. 
Complete  records  are  not  available  for  all  aspects  of  Al's  career  and  life  from 
those  past  distant  years.  What  have  been  verified  are  the  facts  of  his 
employment,  team  championships  and  near-championships  by  way  of  Central 
yearbooks,  Euclid  employment  files,  Ohio  University  records,  and  Cleveland 
and  Kentucky  press  accounts.  Ohio  University  alumni  records  show  that  Coach 
Al  W.  Rader  died  on  September  19,  1968,  in  McBourne,  Kentucky,  his 
residence  at  that  time. 

Al  seemed  to  have  a  feel  for  the  written  word  as  it  applied  to  the  sports  that  he 
was  coaching.  He  not  only  wrote  poems  for  post  season  awards  programs,  he 
also  composed  notices  to  parents  inviting  them  to  games.  On  the  back  of  his 
December  23,  1937,  Football  Banquet  program,  Al  had  included  the  short  two- 
stanza,  26-line  poem,  "Beyond  All  Things"  that  was  written  by  Grantland  Rice, 
one  of  the  great  and  colorful  sportswriters  of  that  time.  A  refrain  line  was 
repeated  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  stanza  of  that  poem,  echoing  words 
originally  intended  for  players  but  can  also  now  be  applied  to  Al's  own  life  in 
sports.  The  poem  goes  as  follows: 


"He  played  the  game" — 

What  finer  epitaph  can  stand? 

Or  who  can  earn  a  fairer  fame 

When  Time  at  last  has  called  his  hand? 

Regardless  of  the  mocking  roar, 

Regardless  of  the  final  score, 

To  fight  it  out,  raw  blow  for  blow, 

Until  your  time  has  come  to  go 

On  out  beyond  all  praise  or  blame, 

Beyond  the  Twilight's  purple  glow, 

Where  Fate  can  write  against  your  name 

This  closing  line  for  friend  or  foe, 

"He  played  the  game." 

"He  played  the  game" — 
What  more  is  there  that  one  can  say? 
What  other  word  might  add  acclaim 
To  this  one  phrase  that  rules  the  fray? 
Regardless  of  the  breaks  of  chance, 
Regardless  of  all  circumstance, 
To  rise  above  the  whims  of  Fate, 
Where  dreams  at  times  are  desolate, 
Where  failure  seems  your  final  aim 
And  disappointment  is  your  mate. 
Where  Life  can  write  in  words  of  flame 
The  closing  line  above  the  gate: 
"He  played  the  game." 

Although  there  is  no  record  of  Al  W.  Rader  playing  sports,  he  was  the  mentor  of 
your  men  who  did  play.  He  could  have  no  finer  epitaph  than  paraphrased  words 
of  that  Grantland  Rice  poem  that  would  read,  "He  coached  the  game."

Categories  and  Qualifications  for  Nominees 


There  shall  be  four  (4)  categories  of  nominees  eligible: 

A.  Athlete: 

An  athlete's  class  must  have  graduated  at  least  ten  (10)  years  prior 
to  selection. 

B.  Coach/Athletic  Administrator: 

1 .  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  served  on  the  staff 
of  Euclid  Schools. 

2.  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  retired  from 
his/her  position  or  left  the  school. 

C.  Honorary: 

An  honorary  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  on  the 
Euclid  High  School's  sports  programs  and  would  not  otherwise 
qualify  as  an  athlete  or  as  a  coach  or  athletic  administrator  or 
lifetime  achievement  in  athletics. 

D.  Criteria: 

1.  Varsity  level  of  competition  (including  Girls  Athletic  Club  and 
Girls  Athletic  Association) 

2.  Leadership 

3.  Impact  on  athletic  program 

4.  All-Scholastic 

5.  All-Ohio  or  State  Champion 

6.  State  or  National  record  holder 

7.  All-Star  Team 

8.  School  record  holder,  etc. 

9.  Postgraduate  image 

10.  Outstanding  postgraduate  sports  achievements 

E.  Lifetime  Achievement  in  Athletics 

1 .  A  nominee  must  be  from  a  class  which  has  graduated  at  least 
10  years  prior  to  selection. 

2.  A  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  in  the  field  of 
athletics  as  a  postgraduate  of  his  or  her  Euclid  High  School. 

3.  A  nominee  may  not  otherwise  qualify  in  another  category  for 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  selection.
